Next week the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, the Auditor (General, and 
Secretary of Internal Affairs,serving as 
a commission under the law, will meet 
at Harrishurg to act upon certain mat 
ters necessary to the proper enforce- 
ment of the new system. 
They desire 
the presence ot C lunty Commissioners 
for consultation on the subject. 
The 
law does not go into operation until 
March i, and the first election under 
it will be that of next November, but 
there is so much to be done in prepa- 
ration that it will not do to delay the 
work. 


There are two matters which should 
receive very earnest and early consid- 
eration. 
It is important that the elec- 
tion divisions shall not be so large as 
to make it difficult to p )11 the full vote 
by the new process, which will require 
more time than the present method, at 
least until the voters have become fa- 
miliar with the change. 
This matter 
IS particularly urgent in the city dis- 
tricts, where it often happens that a 
large part of the vote is polled within 
a few hours. The Constitution requires 
that in cities of 100,000 population or 
more no election district shall 
have 
more than 250 voters. 


Another 
thing 
that needs unusual- 
ly careful atieniion in every election 
district in the Stale is the choice 
of 
election officers. 
The Election Boards 
who will have the firsi experience with 
the new law will bef>lected next Feb 
nary. 
They ought to be composed of 
the most intelligent men who can be 
got to serve in such positions. 
Incom- 
petent or indifferent election 
officers 
have always 
caused 
a great deal of 
trouble in both city and country dis- 
tricts, and their ignorance or careless 
ness, or worse, has too frequently re- 
sulted 
in expensive election contests. 
It must be evident to anyone who has 
given the new law any study that such 
election 
officers would make matters 
even more disgraceful than they have 
been able to do heretofore. 


These seem to be the features need- 
ing most attention at this time, and 
they should not be overlooked. We be- 
lieve 
everybody desires that the new 
system shall have a fair trial, and it 
ought to be an intelligent one, so that 
it can be the better ascertained what 
changes may be necessary to bring U 
nearer what jt should be.

DUCKS AS MOTIIEWS. 


A correspondent of Land and Water 
thinks that it is better to let ducks hatch 
their own eggs than to set them under 
hens.

ers, so far that a custom prevails with 
keepers of setting ducks' eggs under 
hens. 
I think both this principle and 
this practice are wrong. 
The only ad- 
vantay^e that 
hen mothers 
have over 
ducks is that they are ready to set earlier 
in the year. 
Apart from that I believe 
there is not any advantage in such a 
custom. 
From my own observation I 
can say that hens kill many more young 
ducks than duck mothers do. 
Naturally 
the feet of a hen are not calculated for 
treading about among little things which 
slide and struggle along the ground. 
Her chickens can jump and spring out 
of the way of her feet; but I have fre- 
quently seen a hen stand with her great 
outspread toes uf on the back of a young 
duckling who was vainly striving to get 


This work,although it may be tedious, 
is profitable; it will take perhaps a day 
for a farmer to secure suflicient for his 
next year's planting, but in return for 
his labor he will get better seed than ho 
can buy for twice as much as his crop 
sells for. 
If followed up for a few years 
in any given locality it will secure to the 
grower a stock that will be far more pro- 
ductive than any grown under other con- 
ditions and in different localities. 
This 
plan has been followed successfully by 
some of the best farmers in our country. 
Wben the early Ohio potato was first in- 
troduced, one of the most 
successful 
farmers on Long Island,N. Y.,convinced 
of the great value of this variety, com- 
menced the work of systematic selection. 
The result was a variety or type of far 
greater productiveness, of a more glob- 
ular shape, and in every way a much 
superior potato. 
Not only that, but he 
selected with a view to earliness with 
surprising results. 
What this man has 
doao others can and ought to do, and 
there is no better time to commence than

PATRYMEN SHOULD GROW PEAS. 


A New York farmer who handles a 
large herd of cows writes 
that 
he has 
spent from $5U0 to $()UU a year for sev- 
eral years past in the purchase of bran 
and other grain feed for his cows. 
Be- 
ing a reader of IIoard\ Dairyman he was 
greatly interested when that paper took 
up the question of growing field peas as 
a substitute for bran. 
This the paper 
did two yeas ago, but did the same work 
more energetically last winter. 
He had 
always accepted the notion which pre- 
vailed among the farmers of his neigbor- 
hood that peas could not be successfully 
grown. 
The Dairyynan took the ground 
tlaot this notion was a mistake; that the 
diiliculty with the average farmer was 
that he did not understand how to grow 
peas. 
In the field the j^ea roots deeply; 
yet almost every farmer pays no atten- 
tion to this law or principle, and sows 
the peas 
broadcast, with oats maybe, 
and harrows them in, rarely coverin'>- 
them more than a quarter to a half inch 
deep. 


The Dah^jman further advised 
the 
sowing of peas more than ever, but 
in- 
sisted that the seed must be covered at 
least two to four inches deep. 
This 
can l e done with a deep running grain- 
drill when the soil is in good tilth, but 
where the iarmer has no drill he can do 
the work just as well by plowing the 
seed under not to exceed 
the 
depth of 
four inches. 
The New York farmer 
says he tried the latter plan, 
liis neigh- 
bors all ridiculed him for trying some 
book-farming notion, but the peas are 
looking the finest ever seen in that sec-

Terrible Earthquake. 


Advices dated Yokohama, Xov. 9, 


states that a severe and prolonged 
shock of earthquake occurred on Oct. 
28, a few minutes before 7 o'clock in 
in the morning-' It was the severest 
earthquake shock experienced since 
the terrible catastrophe in 1855, and 
must be ranked as a national calami- 
ty. The greatest damage to buildings 
and the greatest loss of life occurred 
in the prefectures of Achy and Gifu, 
where nearly 4000 people were killed 
outright and 4000 seriously wounded. 
In those two prefectures 42,000 houses 
were totally destroyed, rendering 200,- 
ooo people homeless. 


The disturbances were perceptible 


at Higo in the South and as far north 
as Rikushu, while they were stongly 
felt in thirt} -one provinces. The cen- 
tre seems to have been in Mino and 
lowari. Shocks continued to be felt 
up to November 5, but the intervals 
between them gradually increased, 
while their intensity diminished. It is 
estimated that from the commence- 
ment of the disturbance up to this date 
there were 6600 shocks, or more than 
one every two minutes.

It is 
estimated that from the commence- 
ment of the disturbance up to this date 
there were 6600 shocks, or more than 
one every two minutes. 


A town on the Tokaido Railway 
with a population of 15,000 was en- 
tirely destroyed, 3500 out of a total 
of 4400 houses in the town being over- 
thrown or burned and 747 people kill- 
ed. 
In the town of Kane 600 houses 
were overthrown and 100 people kill- 
ed. 
In the town of Ogarki 35 houses 
were overthrown, 3,000 houses burn- 
ed, and 700 i^eople crushed to death. 
Thirteen hundred were injured, In 
the town of Toegahhama nearly 600 
houses were overthrown, and a like 
like number burned, and over one 
hundred people killed. 
In the town 
of Kitagatimaehi eighty-four people 
•were killed. 
The entire village of 
Kntakatomi was destroyed and eighty 
^jeople killed.

Fonseca, when he found the sentiment 
so strong against him, made no resist- 
ance, but resigned, to prevent civil 
war.

navy there will be a repetition of the 
turbulent times. 


Governor Alvin P. Hovey, of Indi- 
ana, died at his home in Indianapolis 
Monday; 


Judge Silas M. Clark, of the State 
Supreme Court, died at his home in 
Indiana on Friday evening, aged 58 
years. 
He suffered for eight years from 
diabetes, but the immediate cause of 
death is attributed to a large carbun- 
cle on the back of his neck, which was 
lanced, with no discharge.

A Terrible 
Siorm Sweeps

Hanover 
and 
Vicinity. 


HANOVER, November 23.—The Kefc- 
terer Wagon Works, near Hanover, 
were blown down by the storm that 
passed there between 1 and 2 o'clock 
Mondav afternoon. The works are to- 
tally demolished. The loss to proper- 
ty will be about $80.000. 


"^hii ty-three hands were at work at 
the*^ time. 
Nearly all were more or 
less injured. 
HarveylCarbausih oged 
23 years, an employee who hved near 
the works was buried under the ruins 
and taken out dead. He was horribly 
mangled. 
Joseph Knapv a nnd a m^n 
named Lansinger were buried under 
the ruins and were taken out with 
broken logs. 


The Ketterer wagon works, a two- 


story brick building, 60x200 feet, was 
a new building and had only been in 
operation a few months. 
The build 
ing stood broadside to the wind and 
contained but one large room on each 
floor. 
There was no obstruction to 
tho wind and the building stood like 
a target for the gale. 
The tornado 
came so sudden that the men at work 
had not a moment's warning of the 
impending disaster. 


HOW THE BUILDING OOLIIARSED. 


The first intimation that the men 
at work had of the violence of the 
storm, was the blowing in of a win- 
dow sash. 
The building then began 
to tremble as if by an earthquake,and 
the walls tottered and in another mo- 
ment fell outward. 
The roof and the 
second floor came down with a loud 
crash, scattering bricks and mortar 
in all directions and burying a score 
of men out of sight. 


AN AWFUL SCENE. 


The building was leveled to the 
ground and for all that was known 
everyone under it was killed. 
Those 
who'were fortunate enough to extri- 
cate themselves began the work of 
rescuing their fellowmen. Many were 
pinned fast by falling timbers and 
were released with some difficulty 
Loud appeals for relief were made by 
those who were not reached immedi- 
ately and piteous moans of anguish 
and pain came from beneath the tim 
bers where an unfortunate who had 
not yet been discovered was hold a 
prisoner.

Western dressed beef, says the IXew 


Tork Times, is sound cora converted 
into flesh by scientific processes that 
have beea evolved by a generation of 
stock farmers and packers working hand 
in hand. The best dressed beef is that 
-of the steer fattened upoa the ranges of 
the so-called "cora belt"' which, roughly 
sneaking, includes a large portion of 
Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Kansas aad Ze- 
bras Jia. 


Aa icclosure of five acres is considered 


.aniDlv sufficient for the feeding of a herd 
of live hundred or a thousand steers. 
Feeders endeavor to include a portion of 
some natural water course within the 
feed las pens. Otherwise, water Is fur- 
nished bv driven, wells, which, upoa the 
Western prairie lands, are sure to tap a 
water bearing stratum a few feet beneath 
the surface. The water Is pumped by 
windmills. The feeder also tries to In- 
-•elude clumps of trees aad broken, areas 
-of bluff within the feeding pen. lu the 
winter, when the blizzards come sweep- 
Ing down from the pole, the shelter o 
bluffs and trees enables the cattle to sur- 
vive an otherwise fatal storm. 
In the 


centre of the feeding pea is a large rack, 
three feet across the base, aad enlarging 
toward the top. These hay racks hold 
three tons of hay and also furnish shel- 
ter. They are kept filled with hay, and 
-the steer is at all times allowed to eat. Its 


After It has become accustomed to its 


new loggings it is fed with, corn,not gSE- 
tmg nuch at first for fear It may 
"fcunder." The first few days the steer 
.is fed sparingly "snap corn," which. 13 
corn upon the ear with the husk unre- 
moved. each steer being alloweJ a half 
dozen ears.

-gestlve processes, the water Is kept con- 
-staatlv warm by a fire beaeath the water

More Arrests for (Barn^(Burning, 


At York last Tuesday, Mr. J. K. 
Wentz, President of the Codorus and 
Manheim Insurance Company, made 
information before Alderman Sher- 
wood, charging Cora Reibel with 
burning the barn of Levi Dubbs,about 
the 14th of December, 1888, in Man- 
heim township, York county, and a 
warrant was issued for her arrest. 
Four warrants of like nature were is- 
sued by the same Alderman for the 
arrest of Amelia Miller, for firing the 
barn of David D. Newcomer, on the 
2nd day of January, 1889; Elizabeth 
Weaver, for firing the barn of Benja- 
min Forry, on the afternoon of No- 
veml>er 24th, 1888, and Howard and 
James Stump firing the barn of Lewis 
H. Miller, on the afternoon of Febru- 
ary 6th, 1889. 


Officers Stroman, Still and Ruhl,of 
York, made the arrests. Two of tbe 
women, Mrs. Miller and Mrs. Weaver, 
are married and the mothers of fam- 
ilies; they were greatly distressed. 
Miss Reibel is scarcely sixteen and 
took the arrest with a light heart. 
The boys are 9 and 13 years old. The 
Justice committed the parties to jail. 
All belonged to tenant families on the 
farms. 


The hearing of the accused, which 
was to have taken place on Wednes- 
day was postponed until the 3d Tues- 
day of April. 
The arrested parties 
are all under bail now but Miss Rosie 
Weaver, who ccmfiMtoAher crime.

If they should be prov- 
ed to be guilty, however, it wonlil be 
an interesting question in p&ychology 
to determine under the infiuence of 
what mania or distemper they were 
led to commit such crimes."

vaoia State Commission to the bill in 
equity filed by a committee of the72d 
Reg. Pa, Vols., asking the Court to 
make a decree that the sole power and 
authority to locate the monument of 
said regiment is vested in said Com- 
mittee acting in conjunction with the 
State Commission. 
The effect of the 
demurrer of the defendants was that 
the Memorial Association, by virtue 
of its act of incorporation and rules 
and regulations made thereunder,con- 
trolled the location of monuments on 
its grounds and that therefore the bill 
could not be;sustained.

THE FATTENING OF STEERS 


HOW 
CORTT IS 
SOIENTIFICAIiLy 
TUKNBD INTO XISSUK 


The Bofflnntiiff iu the Great 
Corn 
Bolt—Tho l^Mnal Jindliiff a t 
the 
Slaughter House. 


Western dressed beef, says the New 
York Twm^ is sound 
cora 
converted 
Into flesh by seientitíc 
processes that 
have been evolved by 
a generation of 
cBtock farmers and packers working hand 
in baud. 
The best dressed beef is that 
<of the steer fattened upon the ranges of 
the so-called <*cornbclt" which, roughly 
speaking, includes a large portion of 
Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Kansas and Ne- 
braska. 


An inclosnre of five acres is considered 
:amply sufficient for the feeding of a herd 
•of live hundred or a thousand steers. 
Feeders endeavor to include a portion oí 
some natural water course 
within the 
ieeding pens. 
Otherwise, water is fur- 
nished by driven wells, which, upon the 
Western prairie lands, are sure to tap a 
•water bearing Btratura a few feet beneath 
the surface. 
The water is pumped by 
windmills. 
The feeder also tries to in- 
.elude clumps of trees and broken areas 
•of bluff within the feeding pen. 
In the 
winter, when the blizzards come sweep- 
ing down from the pole, the shelter of 
•bluffs and trees enables the cattle to sur- 
vive an otherwise fatal storm. 
In the 
•centre of the feeding pen is a large rack, 
three feet across the base, and enlarging 
toward the top. 
These hay racks hold 
three tons of hay and also furnish shel- 
ter. 
They are kept filled with hay, and 
the steer is at all times allowed to eat its 
fill. 


After it has become accustomed to its 
new lodgings it is fed with corn,not get- 
ting 
much at 
first 
for fear it may 
»'founder." 
The first few days the steer 
i s fed sparingly '«snap corn,** which is 
•corn upon the ear with 
the husk unre- 
moved, each steer being allowed a half 
-dozen cars. 
This allowance is increased 
day by day, and at the end of four weeks 
the steer is disposing of half a bushel of 
-shelled corn per day. 
Hereafter it may 
•eat as much shelled corn as it wants,and 
if it is strong and healthful it has passed 
-one of the most critical periods of corn- 
feeding, 
If a number of the steers arc 
found to be sick or ailing, the herd is 
deprived of much of its corn ration, and 
the proccsssol «»putting them-upontheir 
iced" is begun over again. 


No dogs are allowed 
about the in- 
-closures. 
«'Scrub" Western cattle are 
^excluded from the puns where the na- 
tives are being fed. 
Western 
"scrubs" 
have a trace of wild and lawless blood 
in their veins, and upon 
the least occa- 
sion are liable to create a row. 
A steer 
-that is suffering from wet and cold does 
not increase in ñosh. 
It is, therefore, 
necessary to have a part of the yard dry, 
where the cattle may rest and iind pro- 
tection from the wind. 
Feeding-cattle 
-are allowed all the water that they can 
-drink, but as cold water checks the di- 
.gestive processes, the water is kept con- 
.stantly warm by a fire beneath the water 
.troughs. 


In the winter time the cattle huddle 
together for mutual protection against 
•coTd and wind. 
When there is any 
protection iu the way of bluffs or trees, 
•cattle rarely freeze. 
The great fatality 
.among cattlc on Western ranches is due 
to absolute lack of protection, and rarely 
to the intense cold itself. 
Many ranijc 
•cattle owe their death to the fact that 
they uncover the prairie grasses with 
their noses rather than with their hoofa. 
When the «'northers" sweep down across 
the plains the crust upon the snow be- 
.comes thick, and the cattle often strive 
in vain to break ftic hard covering, and 
•die. of starvation. 
It i s a trying time 
npou the feeding ranch when the banks 
• of gray clouds upon the horizon indicate 
that a blizzard is at hand. 
These fierce 
storms often continue for three or four 
days without 
intermission. 
Duiing a 
blizzard cattle in an exposed yard will 
keep on the move as Jong as possible, 
finally they huddle close together at the 
lower end of the enclosure, and seldom 
freeze when in good condition. 
If there 
is a shed close at hand insufiicient for 
the accommodation of the entire herd, 
the animals outside push until many of 
those in the bunch are thrown down and 
.trampled under foot. 


The steer is kept 
on full feed from 
four to six months, as its condition and 
the constantly-varying market may de- 
mand, 
Under the most favorable condi- 
tions it will gain three pounds a day. 
•Ordinarily it will increase its weight by 
.n daily incremect of a pound and a quar- 
ter or two pounds, and has gained 300 
pounds during the stay in the feeding- 
pen. 
The quality of the beef is better, 
.and a steak from the steer will be found 
streaked with innumerable lines of fat. 
This fat is hard corn converted into ani- 
mal tissue. 
Hogs are fattened with cat- 
tle. 
Like all other natural products the 
steer attains a certain stage of perfection. 
Buchasteer 
is ««ripe," and should bo 
hurried 
off to' the shambles without 
•deley. 
An experienced feeder is able to 
4.ell at a glance when the animals of his 


herd are ripe. 


The steer,when <'ripe," is broad across 
the back, its body is largo and round, 
.and its hide is eleek and 
glossy. 
It 
spends a large portion of the time on the 
ground, rises with difficulty and soon lies 
down again. 
It is now a different ani- 
mal from the fierce steer 
that left the 
far Western 
range. 
From 
thirty to 
thirty-four steers could 
then be trans- 
ported 
in a single cattle-car. 
Now 
eighteen can bwely find standing room 


in a similiir space, 
m o 
access of mar- 
ketable beef equals G50 pounds. 
During 
the process of conversion the steer has 
used up two acres of 
wild prairie pas- 
ture, has devoured a ton and a half of 
prairie hay, or millet, has 
consumed 
ninety bushels of shel'ed 
corn, and has 
made from four to six pounds of 
beef 
from each bushel of shelled corn. 


Now that the steer is ripe, the feeder 
is 
confronted 
with 
another 
serious 
problem. 
He must hasten the animal 
to the slaughter house, CUO miles away, 
and this transfer must bo accomplished 
without the loss of an undue amount of 
fat. 
Upon the day of shipping the ani- 
mals are turned out of the yards, and 
upon 
their arrival 
at the tracks 
arc 
driven 
into 
small pens, 
thence up a 
shute, and into tho cattlc cars. 


The method of transportation 's bar- 
barous. 
Cattle are 
wedged 
into ^ the 
cars like 
sardines in a box. 
This is 
necessary, because if the animals arc per- 
mitted to lie dowu they are liable to bo 
trodden 
to death bcueath 
the_ hoofs. 
Long belorc the car is loaded to its full 
capacity it 
would seem impossible 
to 
force another animal iu. 
The impossi- 
ble is done, however, and the last steer 
is pushed into a mere crack, which the 
feeders open up iu the file of standing 
animals. 
The torments endured by the 
cattle upon their two days' trip to Chica- 
go can only be surmised. 
No steer has 
yet been given tongue to voice its sor- 
rows. 
The 
whole body 
of 
animals 
ij oves as one at every oscillation of the 
f 
When the train 
stops suddenly 
they are thiown violently against one 
another, and the final egress from the 
car 
often shows their 
ribs bare and 
bleeding. After being turned out of the 
cars they arc fed several times before ar- 
riving at their destination. 
Improved 
cattlc cars are slowly supplantinir those 
of the old-fashioned type. 
Prolit, and 
not philanthropy, has induced their use. 
The new cars are divided into compart- 
ments holding three steers each. 
Eoch 
comoartment is provided with hay racks 
and water troughs, which arc filled from 
the roof. 


Upon their arrival at Ohlcago or Kan- 
sas City the cattle are taken in clyu-ge by 
the commission men. 
Cattlc shrink rap- 
idly in fiesh in a strange yard, and the 
price of stock-yard feed is exorbitant. It 
is, therefore, necessary to sell the cattle 
upon the day of their arrival. 
So the 
commission man rides about the yard on 
horseback till he finds a customer. 
The 
steers are sold by the hundredweight, 
and are immediately weighed in a large 
pen which is bahinced upon a scale. 
Be- 
fore entering the A^eighing pen the steers 
arc watered, and, as they have not tasted 
water for twelve hours, they often con- 
sume 100 pounds of water upon a warm 
and sultry day. 


After drinking, the steer is forced 
up an inclined 
plane 
and 
enters 
the 
slaughter house. 
At Armour's establish- 
ment a trained steer is emplo^'ed to lead 
the cattle into the slaughter pen. 
The 
decoy animal enters a shute leading into 
into the slaughter pen and the guileless 
country steers follow confidently. When 
they are once within the leader slips out 
by a side exit and the herd finds itself 
inclosed within a heavily planked alley. 
The animals are driven one by one into 
I smaller pens opening upon either side. 
Heavy doors bar their egress. 
A man 
passing along the ciuseway above strikes 
the animal with a mallet and it falls to 
the floor. Four butchers rush in and 
pass keen-edged knives across the throat 
of the steer. 
A chain is attached to a 
leg and the body of the steer is swung 
up into the air. 
The carcass is tlien 
skinned, the head is cut off, the boJy is 
cut in half and allowed to cool, is then 
quartered, 
and, after' hanging in cold 
storage for twenty-lour hours, is stand- 
ard dressed beef, ready for shipment. 


No portion of tho steer is allowed to 
go to waste. The hair is used for planter, 
the hoofs are converted into gelatine, the 
horns are steamed and rolled 
out 
for 
various uses, the tongues are canned, and 
the shreds of meat about tho head 
are 
scraped oii and utilized. 
The hide is 
cured, the skull is burned for bone ash, 
the tail appears in oxtail soup, the jlood 
is utilized iu making rare and expense 
dyes and chemicals, and the waste is 
used for fertilizer. 
Buch exact 
and 
scicntilic methods of feeding and slaugh- 
ter have driven the small 
feeders and 
butchers out of competition in the West. 
They can only afford to handle the poorer 
grades of beef which are neglected by 
the larger firais. 


Before entering upon his fattening sert- 
son the feeder lays out a detailed plan of 
action. 
A leaf from the account 
book 
of a Nebraska cattle feeder 
will 
read 
somewhat as follows:

—Penctratiiiff tho Country ol tlie 
Bataks—A StranKO Kace. 


M. Jules Claine, a native of 
Cham- 
pagne, France, thirty-five years, returned 
from Sumatra some two mouths 
ago, 
having visited that island purely in quest 
of scientiiic knowledge. 
He is the only 
European who has evôr penetrated its 
almost unknown interior to the land of 
independent 
Batak-Karo 
tribes. 
He 
brought home a collection, not only of 
photographs taken by himself, but also 
many specimens of Batak-Karo weapons, 
utensils, ornaments, articles of dress and 
manuscript books, and he was awarded 
the medal of honor and diploma of merit 
for scientific discovery by the 
conijress 
of orientalists recently held in London, 
For the London llbuiraied 
Ncic& he has 
written a narrative of his adventures in 
that strange land. 


My attention, he says, had often been 
directed to the Bataks, themostintcrest- 
inir, apparently the most ancient, of the 
diSerent races of people in the island of 
Sumatra. 
I resolved to penetrate their 
country as far as possible, to learn their 
manners and customs. 
Leaving Paris in 
May, 1890, I arrived atJ51ngapore after a 
month's voyage and proceded to Pulo- 
Penangand thence to Deli, on the north- 
west coa^t of Sumatra, my starting point 
to explore the Batak country. 
My first 
care at DeU was to communicate with 
the Dutch authorities. 
These gave me 
a very sympathetic reception and aided 
me to tlïe utmost of their power. I went 
forward to the village of Djinkem, 
at 
the foot of the pass so nnmed, which 
gives access to the table land inhabited 
by the Batak-Karo independent tribes. 
I had to wait there several days for the 
return of the messengers sent by 
the 
Dutch contrôleur to the chiefs of those 
tribes asking permission and protection 
for mo to enter their country. 


Meantime we had some alarming news 
from the uplands—that a bandof brig- 
ands, 
Acheenese and Gavioux, 
were 
attempting to force the pass on the op- 
posite side of the Batak country, toward 
Lake Tobah, for plunder or 
conquest. 
The Acheen people, 
being 
inveterate 
enemies of the Dutch, would take ven- 
geance on the Baftaks for 
feelings with the Dutch,from whom they 
buy some firearms and ammunition. 
On 
the third day, however, 
a messenger 
brought us the saber of the Batak chief 
of Bouloe-Hauwer with a letter writtten 
on bamboo giving me permission to en- 
ter, under the guidance of a young chief 
sent down for this strvice 
with some 
baggage porters. 
Early next morning, 
with this escort and interpreter, I started 
up the mountain pass. 


The ascent is very toilsome and dif- 
ficult; the steep path is encumbered with 
huge rocks in some places, 
with dense 
forests and trees of immense size, whose 
intertwined roots, as well as the tangled 
climbing plants, w^ere a troublesome im- 
pediment; and with pools of pestilential 
water. 
We were ail much fatigued be- 
fore gaining, in six hours, tho summit of 
the pass; but the descent beyond was a 
dangerous labyrinth of narrow passages, 
the huge trees often stanuing so close 
together that a corpulent 
man 
could 
hardly squeeze his body through between 
them. 
Tho chief who was my guide 
showed me the place where the Bataks 
would form an ambush to stop an enemy, 
and where, he said, more than one .hun- 
dred and fifty men had been killed at 
once. 
I felt that I should have little 
chance of escaping it alive. 
The de- 
scent occupied two hours; 
then 
the 
jungle was succeeded by a more open 
forest,and soon I was on the wide plateau 
which I so much desired to reach. 


I saw betöre me a great plain sur- 
rounded by high mountains, its best forti- 
fications, to the^right hand, to the left, 
and in front, with towering summits, 
including those os the volcaroes Pisoch- 
Pisoch, Singyelang and others, guarding 
a land never before trodden by the foot 
of any European traveler. 
It was stud- 
ded with 
numerous groves of trees, 
among which the Batak villages lay hid- 
den in their foliage. 
We halted in a 
sheltered spot, where our cader, the chief 
of the *'kampong" of Djawa, went for- 
ward to ask leave for us to advance. The 
approach to one of these villages is even 
more dillicult than traversing the mount- 
ain pass. 
Each village is built on a 
small island 
formed by the diflierent 
channels on a deep river, now partially 
dry, leaving precipitous banlti which de- 
fend tho place like a moat, 
It can 
be entered only by winding 
artificial 
paths, often by dark tunnels, and by a 
labyrinth of stockaded passages, with 
sates, and 
with che-vaux-de-frise 
of 
sharpened bamboo points» 
But at last 
I got inside the »'kampong," and was 
surrounded 
by the whole population, 
eager to see the stranger. 
Mats were 
spread on the ground, and a sort of rude 
arm chair was placed for my seat, while 
the natives squatted on the mats. 
The 
chief bade me welcome, and 1 felt quite 
at ease with my Batak hosts. 


The people of this race are of good 
stature 
and shape, with 
clear brown 
skirs, long black hair, dark eyes, prom- 
inent cheek bones, and the nose often 
aquiline—on the whole, 
agreeable in 
visage. 
The man's dress is a ^'kain," or 
shirts, of dark blue, fastened by a belt, 
a small waistcoat with tight sleeves, a 
blue shawl and a turban; a saber and a 
knife are stuck in his belt. 
Unmarried 
women are distinguished by wearing a 


collar of gold and silver, which they give 
up when married. 
Tho women's silver 
ear*ornamcnts arc 
of 
amnzing siao, 
formed like a double Ionic volute, with 
spiral shafts, quite six inches long, and 
two or three inches 
wide 
at tho top, 
weighing nearly 
two 
pounds. 
The 
Batak-Karos arc skillful in metal-work- 
ing, and make good steel of their iron, 
for swords, lances and knives, besides 
jewelry of gold and silver. 


Tho 
political 
constitution of 
the 
Batak-Karos is republican, inasmuch as 
the heads of families clect the village 
chief and the village chiefs elect the 
sibrayac, or grand chief ruling the na- 
tion, which numbers over twenty thou- 
sand souls on this tract of tabic 
land. 
Crime is rare among them, and the pen- 
alty of death is not inflicted. 
Their 
rehgion appears to bo only a vague be- 
lief in the immortality of the soul; they 
have no priesthood, but small wooden 
figures, 
as a man 
on horseback, foi 
idols. 
Funerals arc conducted by piac- 
ine tho corpse aloft on a decorated biei 
with a canopy and leave it to become a 
skeleton, after whicli the skull is pre. 
served in a coflin; the lips are in some 
cases preserved to be made into bracelets 
as a magical charm potent in warfare.
